GRINDING THIN ROLLS. 

Telling about the thickness of iron in 
dryers and wire rolls brings to mind a 
“scrape” once passed through where some 
thin copper rolls required to be accurately 
ground in the lathe. Before the wheel had 
made a dozen turns around the rolls so much 
heat had been absorbed by the copper that it 
was necessary to stop and take a lighter 
chip. The metal had expanded under the 
emery wheel, and after cooling off the roll 
was too small, The experiment was tried 
of grinding only ten revolutions of the roll, 
and then stopping to cool. The result was 
not at all satisfactory. The roll was corru- 
gated like a roller mill roll and was useless 
for printing wall paper, for which it was in- 
tended. 

After much thinking and several false 
trials, the rolls were turned by filling them 
with cold water and keeping them filled 
while grinding. The cold water absorbed 
the heat, the copper being such an excellent 
conductor that the heat generated by the 
wheel was almost instantly conducted to the 
cold surface of the water.

THE BOILER FEED PIPE, 

Boiler inspectors have so many things to 
contend with that they are willing to pass 
Many ‘things, simply recommending a 
Change which is not at all dangerous, yet 
may prove expensive to the paper maker. 
One of these things is the method of intro: 
ducing the feed pipe to the boiler. On 
Some boilers the feed pipe enters the side at 
the back end underneath. It is a pretty 
Sood place, after all. It keeps the nvud 
Strred up, which would otherwise collect: at 
that point; but this method is open to one 
Very serious objection, 

Sometimes: the feed pipe becomes cor- 
toled and “burns” off when it passes 
through the back combustiom chamber. In 
Cases like this it is well to build up a fire 
brick pier to protect thefeed pipe. The pipe 
Should enter the chamber below the surfaee 
of the ground, turn upward, and reach the 
boiler without any further turn. A brick

Referring to the cut, A represents a con- 
tainer of oxygen gas; Bis a retort partly 
immersed in water contained in a vessel or 
boiler, which can be heated by any suitable 
means, 

Into the retort B are placed the matters 
from which the chlorine is produced—for ex- 
ample, black oxide of manganese and hydro- 
chloriec acid. Oxygen in sufficient quantity 


to form the required mixture of chlorine and 


oxygen, and at the same time to revivify the 
black oxide of manganese, is admitted to 
the retort B_ from the container A by the 
pipe a, leading down into the black oxide of 
manganese in the retort. The oxygen and 
chlorine pass by the pipe a* from the retort 
B into the wash bottle 4, and therefrom by 
the pipe & into the gasometer C, to effect 
which the bell of the gasometer C may. be 
caused to rise by adding weights, so as to 
withdraw the gases from the retort and wash 
bottle. When the bell has become filled, 
the weights are removed, and the gases. by 
the descent of the bell are expelled through 
the pipe <@ into the ozone generator F, in 
which they are subjected to the action of an 
electric current. 

E representsthe Ruhmkorff coil or other 
means of obtaining the necessary electric 
sparkling for the purpose, and E? is the bat- 
tery charging the coil; The gases pass ftom 
the generator F by'the:-pipe finto the. vessel 
G, in which the pulp is placed and agitated 
by the stirrer g. The pulp thus treated is 
remeved and used for paper making. The 
oxygen and chlorine which arise from the 
pulp are drawn back bythe pipe dinto the 
gasometer D by the bell thereof being made 
to rise by adding weights, and after it has 
become filled by removing these weights

before, I believe, yet I think that there is 
more of it that will bear light. Taking the 
matter and manner of driving under con- 
sideration first, we find that the general plan 
is to use a bevel wheel and pinion driving 
either above or below the chest, as circum- 
stances and the designer may dictate. Most 
undoubtedly the bottom drive is the best in 
all cases, as it does away with all grease and 
gear cuttings on top of the chest, of which 
more or less will work into the stuff. But 
when driven below with bevel gears the 
wheel should be placed above the pinion, 
face down, so as to relieve the step as much 
as possible. There is considerable ‘‘ crowd” 
to a pair of agitator gears, and when they 
become worn it is very troublesome to hold 
them in place, especially if the proportion be 
three to one or nearer equali 

Again, some chests have been rigged out 
for a top drive with the countershaft hung 
in light hangers from the floor above, while 
the upright had a bearing up against the 
floor atthe top, and merely stepped in.at the 
bottom of the chest. This is a first-class ar- 
rangement to augment the repair bill. 

A plan for top drives which I found very 
satisfactory is to make a harness frame of 
8x8 inch Southern pine long enough to 
reach across the chest. and fasten thereto 
with four strap bolts. Make the frame of 
a width inside to correspond with the gears 
used, say from 30 inches to 48 inches, 
frame in three bridgetrees, one to carry a 
pillow block for the upright shaft and two 
for the countershaft; board over tightly 
outside of the frame and in between it 
to exclude dirt, and have a good drip pan 
made of zinc or galvanized iron, and keep 
it there. 

I emphasize the last words of that sentence 
because there are sometimes convenient cor: 
ners behind the chest into which such drip 
pans, petticoat lamps, oil cans, shovels, &c., 
will find their way if not closely looked 
after. But all of the ways of chest driving 
here spoken of are more or less objection- 
able. Top omes niore, bottonr less. 

L have an idea on the subject which I 
think may be utilized advantageously. Use 
spiral or screw gearing instead of bevel. 
This will be more readily understood by 
paper makers if referemee be made to that 
manner of driving bleach boilers, This 
gearing avoids the incessant jarring and 
jolting. of the bevel gears with the fine cut- 
tings they produce. Of course the worm 


gering of the fingers is to put on an auxiliary 
beam at right angles with and somewhat 
lighter than the agitator beam. From the 
outer ends of this light beam lead’ a stay rod 
of five-eighth or three-quarter inch iron 
down to the end of the outside finger on 
each side. This arrangement holds the 
whole business firm and solid, and when 
anything gives out it will be time to put 
in a new agitator. 
In noting the return of Mr, Hobart to 
these columns THE JOURNAL’s readers may 
expect some very valuable kinks, Perhaps 
Mr. H. can give some points on wire rope 
transmission for paper mills, as agitated 
some time ago. His mention of certain 
kinks already is very timely in one or two 
instances, and about that pipe fitting closet 
in last issue I would say that it is a feature 
which ought tobe imcluded in every repair 
shop, not alone for fittings, but for all small 
| hardware and supplies, such as screws, set 
| screws, rivets, bolts, nuts and washers. 
| Why not have things as systematic and 
orderly in a repair shop as in a hardware 
store? True, there are certain ‘‘ floor jobs,” 
as a shop man would say, which create con- 
siderable dirt, but these are not permanent, 
and a cleaning up spell is sure to follow if 
the repair man be at all given to order. 

Certain remarks anent water wheels: have 
attracted my attention, especially the one 
advising millowners to give their mill- 
wright a*$ro New Year present, to be paid 
for im extra care of the wheels,. I cannotsay 
amen tothat. It is too much like hiring a 
man to take care of a plant, and then paying 
him extra for carefulness, Better hire a 
good man in the first place, one-who realizes 
the importance of the motive arrangements, 
and pay him a price which im itself is a 
guaranty of confidence in his ability to look 
after the work. What is the difference be- 
tween a $1,500 wheel 25 feet under ground 
anda $5,000 steam plant above ground, as 
long as the running of the mill depends on 
either? Nome, as I lookat it. I would ad- 
vise that those quarterly visits to the wheel 
pit be made as much more frequently as 
possible without a waste of water. If the 
owner wishes he might hand the millwright 
an order on a shoe dealer for the best pair of 
hip boots (rubber), rubber coat and hat ob- 
tainable ; this would show that he appre- 
ciates what a nasty wet place his wheel pit 
is and his desire for the millwright’s fre- 
quent visitations thereto, Try it. 








Observations of a Paper Maker. 
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By DovsLEyovu. 

The successor of the foreman who or- 
dered the machine to start with imperfect 
rolls was quite different from his predecessor, 
This man came into the mill with his hands 


‘clasped behind his back. He walked with a 
‘slow step, but active mind and quick eye. 


If one of the men was sitting down and his 

work done he did not have to jump and 

tear his overalls in an attempt to get to 

the back side of the machine and at work 

before he was seen. If there was trouble on 

the machine or anywhere else around the 

mill, instead of blaming the machine tender 

or other help he booked carefully for the 

cause, and that was effectually removed, 

whether it was in the machinery, in the 

stock or in the help. The press rolls which 

had given so much trouble and made so 

many tons of broken in years gone by were 

turned off at once; the screens which had 
made so much uneven paper were put on a 

solid foundation and another screen added. 

As soon as these repairs were done and 

everything got to running smoothly, he said ;- 
‘“‘We are not making paper enough; we 
want to increase the production. Now, do 
you know anything that we can do which 
will aid you in more 
opinions were plausible the plan would be 
tried; and in this way this mill from being 
a perfect bedlam became one of the most 
successful paper mills in this country, if not 
the most successful running on that class 
of papers to-day. 

How different was the management! In 
former days, when the general superin- 
tendent came in sight the first who saw him 
ran ahead shouting the warning, ‘‘ F——!” 
the superintendent's name. This was 
enough ; men would start running in every 
direction like frightened ratsto their holes, 
I have seen the machine tenders drop on 
their hands and feet, and in this fashion get 
by the windows up to the middle of the 
machine room ; the back tenders would run 
for the back side as if the mill were on fire, 
The quality or quantity of the paper was 
no object compared to the position they were 
standing in when the superintendent entered, 
No blast of the bugle or roll of the drum 
ever brought men into position any quicker 
in the days of the rebellion than this man's 
name yelled out to a crowd of loungers in 
the finishing room. But for all that his ad- 
ministration was a failure, for the simple 
reason that progress was discouraged. 

But to return to the felt. Every felt roll 
on the machine should be squared up once 
a year. These rolls should be of sufficient 
diameter to insure perfect stiffness. Some 
of them should be a little short, so that the 
felt will lap over them. This prevents the 
felt from running around. Nowadays this 
is not so*important, because of the introduc- 
tion of felt guides ; yet there are many mills 
which do not have any guide. I cammot 
understand how any man who owns a paper 
mil} will allow his: machine to run without a 
felt guide. There are many in the market 
which are reliable, and it is at least one 
man’s work to look out for the felts. Even 
then, with a man looking out for them, it is 
_doéne in an unsatisfactory manner. 

Worming a roller isa very bad practice when 
itcan possibly be avoided. I prefer the spread 
roll, Not only does the worming stretch the 
felt unevenly, and break, or at least take the 
life out of the threads, but the heads of 
tacks will be left out, or the felt worming 
will wear so as to leave them out. These, 
if they don’t do any worse mischief, and 
they often do, will wear the felt thin where 


ws 


they come in contact with it, as they revolve 
with the roll, and the result will be that the 
felt will fill up in this thin place sooner than 
in any other. This will render it necessary 
for the machine tender to get out the horse 
card, which is usually kept under the dryers,

difficulty presented itself, for it was found 
that the Rand-Avery Supply Company, a 
distinct and separate concern, had taken a 
lease of the building, and so the would-be 
successor to the Rand-Avery Company had 
to move out, and move quick. Then Mr. 
Jordan thought it advisable to sell out, and 
so the sale began. 

The sale had been quite extensively ad- 
vertised through circulars and descriptive 
catalogues, and so on Monday, the first day, 
quite a number of distant buyers were pres- 
ent. Among them were Mr. Geer, of New 
York, the following named out of town con- 
cerns being represented: The Springfield 
Printing Company, Lane & Scott, of Phila- 
delphia; McNally & Co., of Chicago; 
Matthews & Co., of Buffalo, and the Morris 
Company, of Chicago. The city printing 
trade was also largely represented, as well 
as the leading paper houses of the city. The 
paper dealers present seemed to be drawn to 
the sale more through curiosity than a de- 
sire for bargains in paper, as the lots offered 
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in this line were too limited and too much 
broken to secure their serious attention. 

The sales of the first day took in all of the 
paper and some miscellaneous stuff, and 
very good prices were realized, the buyers 
being consumers. 

The sale continues from day to day, and 
as different lines are offered, a different set 
of buyers are in attendance. 

Business is rather quiet this week in 
paper trade circles; nor is there any spécial 
activity in kindred lines. This may be 
attributed to the fact that the first of the 
month comes in this week, and, as is usual 
during the last few days of a month, trade 
drops off so as to keep the current monthly 
account down. This may not be the reason, 
but it is the only explanation offered. 

The paper stock market can hardly be 
called quiet, as more business is being done 
than during the early fall months; nor is it 
particularly active, as prices are held firmly 
both here and abroad, foreign prices in some 
cases being prohibitory of sales. Trade, 
therefore, may be said to be erratic and gov- 
erned entirely by the actual wants of buy- 
ers, as there is no speculative buying in 
anticipation of future needs. Importers re- 
port that there are no accumulations of 
stock, as the arrivals move quickly into 
consumers’ hands and are quite widely dis- 
tributed. Jute stocks are active and in very 
good demand. Prices range about the same 
as during the past two months, although 
higher prices are claimed to be ruling in 
primary markets, 

The receipts of paper stock for the past 
seven days include 1,909 bales of rags, 1501 
bales, 241 coils of manillas and 1288 bales of 
paper stock, a total of 4,939 packages. 

Chemicals are very quite and trade dull. 
Quotations range as follows: Bleaching 
powders, 1.8244@1.8s5c.; caustic soda, 24 @ 
2.27%c.; soda ash, 14 @1.40c.; alkali, 1%@ 
1.15c., and crystals, 74@.goc. a 

The imports of chemicals for the week in- 
clude 2,853 casks of bleaching powders, goo 
drums of caustic soda, 754 casks, 2,766 bags 
of soda ash, 711 barrels of soda crystals and 
75 casks of alkali. 

Other receipts include 648 bales of wood 
pulp, 220 casks of china clay, 845 bags of 
sizing and 688 barrels of rosin.

There is nothing new under the sun, 
and news of the trade in particular is 
“‘scarcer'n hens’ teeth.”

The death of Lewis H. Taylor, of Spring- 
field, which occurred on Sunday, revives 
many recollections of the early days of the 
paper trade in the Connecticut Valley. Mr. 
Taylor was born at East Longmeadow, 
Mass., in 1822, and was sixty-seven years 
oid. He began life, as did many a paper 
maker of the old school, by driving a cart 
peddling tinware. In 1847 he, with O. H. 
Greenleaf, now of the Holyoke Paper Com- 


| pany, founded the first stock dealer’s firm in

the Connecticut Valley, the firm name being 
Greenleaf & Taylor. This firm was suc- 
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ceeded by the Gresutend & Taylor Ménviae- 
turing Company, for the handling of stock 
and paper. The energy of the founders 
brought success, and alarge business was 
done. In 1853 the company built a paper 
mill at Huntington, now owned by the 
Chester Paper Company. The product at 
first was news paper, but in 1857 it was 
changed to fine writings. The company 
then boughtthe Ames Mill, on Mill River, at 
Springfield. In 1861 Mr. Taylor withdrew 
from the company, which he had long 

served faithfully as treasurer. Mr. Green- 
leaf continued the business until 1868, when 
he came to Holyoke and connected himself 
with the Massasoit Paper Company. Mr. 
Taylor was inthe paper stock business for 
some time by himself, and in 1866, with 
John Olmsted, he bought the Daily Zvening 
Union. In 1872 they sold the paper for $50,- 
000, more than double what they paid for 
the property. Of late Mr. Taylor and his 
brother, C. C. Taylor, have carried on the 
business of paper box manufacturing. Mr. 
Taylor kept up his relish for newspaper 
work and was correspondent for several 
newspapers inthe vicinity. He was a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature at one time and 
served several terms in the Springfield city 
government. The funeral took place yester- 
day afternoon.

FURTHER explanation of the recent | 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court as wo the relation of patents taken 
out in other countries to patents secured 
here will be found under the head of 
“Trade Talks,” and in another column is 
presented a condensation of the opinion 
of the court. From what is shown there 
the decision does net appear to be of 
such importance as some parties have 


supposed it to be. 


ACCORDING to promise in last week’s 
JOURNAL we illustrate and describe in 
this issue another process in which elec- 
tricity is called into play to facilitate and 
complete the bleaching of paper pulp. 
The process consists in using an admix- 
ture of chlorine and oxygen gases in a 
closed vessel in which the pulp is kept 
stirred up. These gases are first sub-

Obituary. 





CHARLES AUGUSTUS BILLINGS SHEPARD. 

Charles Augustus Billings Shepard, the 
well-known book publisher of Boston, mem- 
ber of the firm of Lee & Shepard, died on 
January 25 after a lingering illness. Mr. 
Shepard first began to complain of feeling 
unwell about two years ago, but continued 
his usual everyday business activity until 
about three months ago, when he became 
so ill that he was obliged to relinquish his 
labors. 

Mr. Shepard was born in Salem, Mass., on 
October 18, 1829. At the age of fifteen he 
entered the store of John P, Jewett, a Salem 
bookseller, In 1846 Jewett removed to Bos- 
ton, taking young Shepard with him. To 
his clerk’s intelligence and energy Jewett 
oweda great deal of his success. He was 
the publisher of ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 
In 1855 Mr. Shepard formed a _partner- 
ship known to the trade as Shepard, Clark & 
Brown, The panic in 1857 put an end to 
this business venture. 

The firm of Lee & Shepard was formed in 
1862, being first located in the ‘‘ Old Dye 
House” on Washington street, After three 
years of the hardest work the concern re- 
moved to 149 Washington street, and in 
1855 to its present location on Milk street. 
The great fire of 1872 brought terrible 
losses upon the firm, but the indomitable 
Spiritof the two partners rose triumphant. 
Repossessing themselves of the most valu- 
able stereotype plates which had been sold 
at the time of their failure, notably ‘‘ Oliver 
Optic” and the “‘ Riverdale Stories,” they set 
to work to build up their fortunes again. 
The brilliant success of their publications in 
the last fifteen years has made their name 
4 household word wherever the English 
language is spoken. 

Mr. Shepard married a daughter of Will- 
iam W, Clapp, founder of the Gazette, and 
Sister of Colonel Clapp of the Journal, She 
died in 1872,

Chester A. Washburn, of Morristown, 
N. J., died suddenly of apoplexy at St.

The opinion was as follows 


This action seems to have been tried upon the theory 
that a verdict for the plaintiff might be sustained 
against one defendant while another defendant could 
have a verdict in his favor. And this theory seems to 
have led to various serious errors in the admission of 
evidence which call for a reversal of the judgment. 
We do not understand that in an action of this char- 
acter, being an action for conspiracy and nothing else, 
a verdict can be rendered against one defendant in fa- 
vor of the plaintiff and another defendant succeed. It 
is impossible for a man to conspire with himself, and 
so it was impossible for the firm of Kendall Brothers to 
conspire with itself, so that the verdict for conspiracy 
between it and Taylor might be sustained upon proof 
showing that it or its members had been guilty 
of fraud in which the defendant Taylor in | 
no manner participated. Therefore these rulings in 
this case which proceed upon the theory that a re-

To rebut that affirmation the defend- 
ant Taylor had a right to show that jie got the goods 
at prices greater than they would have cost him had 
he been able to import them. The evidence tended 
to prove that there was nothing inthe price of the 
goods which would go to show that there was any 
| fraudulent combination between Taylor and the Ken- 
| dalls ; and as the whole of the evidence by which this 
alleged conspiracy is sought to be supported is circum- 
stantial, the defendant Taylor had a right to establish 
this fact in order to disprove any unfair and unjust in 
ference which might be drawn from the fact that he 
purchased the goods from the Kendalls at less prices 
than they paid for them, 

The exception taken also to the declarations of the 
witness Johnson, claimed to have been made by him to 
various parties before the trial consistent with his 
evidence upon the trial, was well taken. This witness 
had testified upon his direct examination to a certain 
statement which had been made by the. Kendalls to 
him a considerable time before their failure, and upon 
cross-examination he was asked whether he had, be- 
fore the failure, mentioned these facts to anybody, and 
he said he had not. The defendants offered proof tend- 
ing to show that this Johnson had atttempted to black- 
mail a firm who had business transactions with the 
Kendalls, but were not parties to this action, and that 
he had made application for accommodation to Mr. 
Taylor and had been refused. 

The plaintiff's counsel stated, upon these questions be- 
ing objected to, that inasmuch as the defendant claimed 
that the testimony of Johnson was given under the 
motives of anger and revenge caused by his failure to 
succeed in his attempt to blackmail the defendants and 
the firm of Cohn, Lazarus & Co., and as defendants 


covery might be had in this action for fraud against | had given evidence tending to show such effort on the 


Charlies B. Kendall, the only member of the firm of | 
Kendall Brothers, who was served with process, even 
though the plaintiff should fail to prove the conspiracy 
charged in the complaint, are clearly erroneous. That 
the case was so tried is apparent from the admission of 
evidence as against Kendall alone, which was clearly 
incompetent in respect to his co-defendant Taylor. 
And upon the point of the learned counsel for the 
respondents the proposition is urged that, whether a 
conspiracy was proven or not, whether there was 
any actual conscious combination or plot between the 
defendant Taylor and either or both of the other de- 
fendants, is immaterial; and that if the defendant 
Taylor knew that they were hopelessly insolvent and 
could not pay for purchases which they were making, 
and with this knowledge aided them in making these 
purchases, and induced them to pay their indebtedness 
to him by means of these purchases, then the defend- | 
ant Taylor, having consciously inflicted a loss upon the | 
plaintiff for the purpose of escaping from loss himself, 
he is liable in damages whether the defendants Ken- 
dall, or either of them, actually conspired with him or 
not. 


After rehearsing the allegations in the 
complaint, the opinion continues :

convenient shutting down time. This is an 
abominable practice, but nevertheless it must 


sometimes be winked at, in order not to lose

The savealls under the press rolls should 
be carefully looked at every tour, for they 
will get knocked around. Sometimes justa 
drop or two of water at a time will get into 
the felt. This water pressed from the paper 
contains sizes and other chemicals, and of 
course wiil soon fill up the fet if it doesn’t 
break the paper down. The method by 
which I stop this spattering, for want of a 
better way, is to take a piece of 6 inch rub- 
ber belt and nail it lengthwise in the saveall. 
This raises that side high enough, so that 
with ordinary caution in putting it in it will 
not spatter on the felt, and as the belt is 
somewhat flexible it will not hinder putting 
the saveall in or out. 

Right here at the press rolls is the place 
where much imperfect paper is made. There 
are “‘ blow” marks, felt marks, paper wrin- 
kles, water drops, railroad marks and Io! 
other marks all well known to machine 
men, All have learned them more than 
once, All have discovered them only to 
discover them again doing more mischief 
than before, and how often a man will get 
muddled over a little thing. Many have 
been bothered much by quite a simple thing ; 
they have perhaps made a lot of broken and 
got themselves a bad name hunting for 
something that was breaking them down, 
and when it was found it would be some- 
thing simple right before their eyes; so 
simple indeed that you would think that a 
child would know it, and so plainly in sight 
that the blind could see it. I always ac- 
counted for this dullness by supposing that 
aman will get worn out with incessant 
watching, fretting, loss of sleep and over- 
work. People who accuse the paper maker 
of laziness know little about his work, his 
trials and his misery. Compare the care- 
worn expression on the pale countenances of 
the machine tenders going home in the 
morning with the round, smiling faces and 
full stomachs of some of their accusers, who 
think that it is a first duty to find fault with 
everyone around the mill, and one need not 
be an expert in the study of human nature 
to read which does the hardest work.

Hammond & Co., a Michigan corporation, founded on 
the alleged infringement of letters patent No. 197,314, 
granted to John J. Bate, November 20, 1877, for the 
term of seventeen years from that day, on an applica 
tion filed December 1, 1876, for an “ improvement in 
processes for preserving meats during transportation 
and storage.” 

The defendant filed a plea, setting up, among other 
things, that on January 9, 1877, letters patent of 
the Dominion of Canada, No. 6,938, for the same in-

Section 4,887 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that “‘ every patent granted for an invention which has 
been previously patented in a foreign country shall be 
so limited as to expire at the same time with the for- 
eign patent; or, if there be more than one, at the 
same time with the one having the shortest term, and 
in no case shall it be in force more than seventeen 
years.’

Fed. Rep. s*3), in the Circuit Court for the District of 
New Jersey, in August, 1882, and in the same suit, in 
the same court, in August, 1887 (31 Fed. Rep. 809), in 
regard to the patent in question in the present suit, 
and on the same facts here presented, it was held that 
the United States patent expired when the original 
term of the Canadian patent expired. 

But we are of the opinion that, in the present case, 
where the Canadian statute under which the extensions 
ot the Canadian patent were granted was in force when 
the United States patent was issued, and also when 
that patent was applied for, and where, by the Cana- 
dian statute, the extension of the patent for Canada 
was a matter entirely of right, at the option of the 
patentee, on his payment of a required fee, and where 
the fifteen years’ term of the Canadian patent has 
been continuous and without interruption, the United 
States patent does not expire before the end of the fif-
